 3.  Inmates released due to an emergency release or a 6 

conditional medical release under s. 947.149. 7 

 4.  Those inmates not in the physical custody of the 8 

department at or 180 days prior to release. 9 

 5.  Those inmates subject to sex offender residency 10 

restrictions, which, upon release under such restrictions, do 11 

not have a qualifying address. 12 

 (c)  The department shall assist each inmate in applying 13 

for and obtaining a social security card prior to release if the 14 

inmate needs a social security card. 15 

 (d)  The department, for purposes of assisting the inmate 16 

in obtaining a birth certificate, shall submit to the Department 17 

of Health on all Florida-born inmates in its custody, the 18 

department’s inmate photo or digitized photo, and as provided by 19 

the inmate his or her date of birth, full name at birth and any 20 
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subsequent legal name changes, city or county of birth, mother’s 21 

full name including her maiden surname, and father’s full name.  22 

Failure of the inmate to cooperate with the department in 23 

providing this information may result in disciplinary action. 24 

 (e)  For inmates born outside of Florida, the department 25 

shall assist the inmate in completing the necessary forms or 26 

applications to obtain a social security card, driver’s license, 27 

or state identification card. The department shall also provide 28 

the inmate with the location and address of the appropriate 29 

licensing authority the inmate will need to obtain a valid 30 

identification card in proximity to the inmate’s release 31 

address. 32 

 (f)  By February 1, 2014, and every year thereafter, the 33 

department, in consultation with the Department of Highway 34 

Safety and Motor Vehicle and the Department of Health, shall 35 

provide a report to the Governor, the President of the Senate, 36 

and the Speaker of the House of Representatives that identifies 37 

the number of inmates released with and without identification 38 

cards, identifies any impediments in the implementation of this 39 

subsection, and provides recommendations to improve obtaining 40 

release documents and identification cards for all inmates.   41
